Mr. Pinkard stated that he lost 
on 35 acres at least 350 bushels 
of oats. The treatment given to 
him 
as 
used 
by at least 
100 
farm ers in this county for the 
control of loose smut in oats and 
barlev. is as follows: I pint of 
formaldehyde 
to 
3 
gallons 
of 
water sprinkled and mixed with 
40 bushels of oats or barlev and 
left covered for 16 to 18 hours, 
then uncover and allow the gas 
from 
the formaldehyde 
mixture 
to escape. Oats are then ready 
to plant. 
Mr. Pinkard was informed that 
he could have treat his oats last 
year for the 35 acres at a cost 
of 20 cents, which would have 
returned a gross income of around 
$50.00.
